has  requested  an  evaluation  of  his  observation  on  9 May  1965*  The 
object  consisted  of  light  of  about  third  magnitude.  In  flight  along 
the  eastern  horizon*  Ihe  following  is  a suggested  reply; 

a*  Dear 

Since  you  say  you  are  familiar  with  the  scientific  type 
laser,  you  will  recognize  that  because  of  the  coherent  nature  of 
laser  light  the  beam  is  confined  to  a narrow  angle  and  is  not 
visible  with  the  exception  from  places  at  which  the  beam  is  directly 
aimed.  Furthermore,  the  second  magnitude  star  Polaris  has  the 
brightness  of  a standard  candle  at  one  mile;  laser  lights  are  very 
much  brighter  than  this. 

In  many  instances  the  local  FAA  does  not  carry  the  flight 
plans  for  military  aircraft  in  the  area.  Your  sighting  has  the 
characteristics  of  an  aircraft  observation.

I am  contacting  the  Air  Force  in  regards  to  the  follov;ing

At  9*30  May  9>  1965  I observed  an  object  traveling  in  a 
riortherely  direction  along  the  eastern  horizon  at  an  altitude  of 
from  hOOO  ft.  to  6500  ft* 

The  object  was  visible  for  about  90  seconds  before  it  went  out  c-v 
sight,  bieng  obscured  part  of  the  time  while  moving  through  a 
stratus  cloud  formation.  I tracked  it  visually  with  7 power 
binoculars. 

It  was  a clear  night  with  the  exception  of  sparcely  scattered 

clouds.  It  was  calm  at  this  time,  not  even  a slight  breeze,  temp.
